A translation of the enclosure follows; 

"Please write me immediately whether there is any purpose in 
providing further financial support for the wife. I have discussed 
this matter with others. We believe we can provide DM 100 per 
week as a temporary measure (for perhaps 6 months). Could you carry 
out such a long-range mission? (Naturally only with the greatest 
discretion.)"

2. Our files do not contain any results of your query to ODENVY on 
subject which were promised in reference. We believe that, although this 
latest development may be completely harmless, the alternative interpre- 
tation Justifies checking subject once more. Please forward OEBNVY traces * ' 
and any other Inf ormation which poold shed light on the nature of RECHENHERG * s 
relationship with ARRDWSMTTH.
